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ABSTRACT 

The availability of appropriate software for library 
applications is a continuing problem, and this directory is designed 
to reduce the frustration of librarians in their search for library 
software for a microcomputer by providing profiles of software ^ 
packages. designed specifically for libraries. Each profile describes 
the purpose of the program, microcomputer operating systems and other 
software and the hardware required to operate it properly, vendor 
address, and price. The information was gathered from questionnaires 
sent to each producer/broker of library software. In response to the 
questionnaire, many suppliers provided demonstration^disks, user ^ 
manuals, price lists, and other system documentation. The software 
profile sheets are based on the written information provided and 
telephone interviews with most of the firms offering library 
software. The software profiles are arranged alphabetically and 
indexes provide access to the profiles by software t tie, subject 
area, and type of microcomputer. Firms which could not be located and 
had no forwarding address on file with the post office are listed at 
the end of the directory. The software listed includes programs for 
audiovisual catalogs and scheduling; acquisitions control; 
bibliography creation; catalog card and label production; cataloging; 
circulation control/overdues; computer-aided instruction; database 
siearching; creation of custom databases; online catalogs; 
retrospective conversion of bibliographic records; serials control; 
statistics; and utilities. (THC) 
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Microcomputers are quickly gaining the status of 'essential equipment' in 
libraries. During the next five years, libraries will increasingly use 
microcomputers to both broaden the types of library services which can be 
offered and Improve the quality of those services. Large and small alike, 
libraries are embracing the microcomputer as a new tool of the profession. 

While librarians continue to debate about the best use of this new 
technology in the service of library patrons, all 'technology wise' 
librarians agree that the hard part is getting started. Initially, most 
librarians experience the confusion of trying to learn the new terminology. 
Once the terms and definitions are in working order, the beginner 
struggles with the technical aspects of connecting and operating 
microcomputer hardware. Later, the librarian has to spend time learning 
what a microcomputer can really do, distilling fantasy into reality. This 
'confusion' period is best solved with heavy exposure to basic skills 
workshops, vendor demontrations, the professional literature, and a 
friendly [and hopefully more experienced] colleague. Time usually cures 
the confusion period. 

The more difficult stage to overcome, however, is the frustration period. 
You know how a microcomputer works and what it can do. You have a plan 
for how best to integrate a microcomputer into the library. You even have 
the financial resources available to begin - but - where Is the library 
software ? The inability to locate good-quality library software 
frustrates even the most experienced and 'technology wise' librarians. 
Although the use of microcomputers by libraries has long past its infancy, 
availability of good software for libraries continues to be a problem. 
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This directory is designed to ceducfi the frustration of those librarians in 
search of library software for a mierocomputer. Contained herein are 
'profiles' of each of the library software packages which could be 
identified. Each 'profile' is intended to describe for the user the purpose 
of the program, microcomputer resources required to properly operate it, 
and price. The author recognizes that some worthy software systems may 
have been overlooked and, in all probability, some unworthy software 
products may have been included in this directory. Given this reality, it is 
the goal of this directory to the give the reader only a beginning point in 
seeking out that elusive library microcomputer software program. 
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WHAT DOES THE DIRECTORY COVER ? 

This directory presents information about microcomputer software systems designed specifically 
for libraries. While some 'generic' microcomputer utilities [i.R .electronic spreadsheets] can be 
modified to accomplish litjrary tasks, only those programs specifically designed for libraries have 
been included. 



WHERE DID THE INFORMATION COME FROM ? 

Questionnaires were sent to each producer/broker of library software. Inrasponsetotha 
questionnaire, many suppliers prtr/tdad dsmonstration disks, user manuals, price lists, and other 
system documentation. The software profile sheets were based upon the written information 
provided and telephone interviews with most of the firms offering library software. In some cases, 
information was also extracted from professional literature software reviews. Listed at the end of 
the directory are those firms which could not be located and have no forwarding address on file with 
the post offioa 



Probably the best place to start are the indexes. Since the software profiles are arranged 
alphabetically (character by character), users should consult the indexes to determine which 
profiles provide the desired service at the desired cost indexes provide access to the profiles by 
software title, subject area and type of microcomputer owned
